I have a co-pending patent application based around for the most part the facility that 
determines how best to access remote server locations including account servers to 
access and view as well as updating data thereon using magnetic encoded swipe cards 
this updates the present description from when I started the original in late 1997, as the 
Internet has now grown and diversified far beyond when I made my original application 
disclosure. The co-pending application utilises the swipe card reader and swipe cards in 
a variety of different and new ways thereby expanding the use of the invention according 
to the growth of the Internet and communications. 

As I stated in my previous correspondence I am having to write the claims myself, 
having run out of money. Therefore, I apologise if I have not written them in a way that is 
acceptable to US examiners and will happily alter them if you explain what is wrong and 






what I have to do to correct them as I have had such conflicting advice I must admit the 
old maxim of "you get what you pay for" certainly is true in this case.
